A corresponpunT’ of our Singapore 
morning contemporary, writing: modestly 
above the initials “G.L.,’ gives a very 
graphic. account of the devastation 
wrought by the plague in Canton. In- 
cidentally, the writer pives details of the 
fanatical and disyusting stories in cir- 
culation in the City of Rams with regurd 
to tbe treatment of plague patients in 
Hongkong. ‘Placards were stuck up,’ 


accannt to go to Hangkong, where the 
“foreign devils” bud gone mad, and 
were cutting up people to make pills. 
Even those ~ho were not ill, were, it 
was said, smoked with brinistone, and 
involved in a common ruin with plague 
patients. The eye of Chinese imagind- 
tion saw an immense machine, made 
ready on theshores of the “ foreign devils’ 
place,” to mash into pulp auy Chinese 
children who were unfortunate enough 
to be kidnapped By the Hongkong 
Government; an old boatwoman whose 
boat had been patrenised by Europeans 
for sume twenty yenrs, came to the 
Consulate to beg that hor children, at 
least, should not be taken away. The 
perfume bogs which poisoned people 
were uo longer a mystery. It was, of 
course, the missionaries who were dis- 
tributing them,’ Considering all that 
has been done, during the last. two. 
decades, by Quropeen medical mission- 
aries to alleviate suffering among the 
poorer classes io the interior of China, it 
ia almost impossible to believe that vile 


‘Téould ftid credence ina commanity by 
no means unfamiliar with Europeans. 
The conditions of living in Hongkong, 
too, are well known to tens of thousands 
of the natives of the Kwangtuag 
Province, The common people must 
be. well aware by thie time of the 
grandmotherly efforts of the Hongkosg 
Jovernmeut to make the Colony at- 
‘tractive for Chinese. Notwithstand- 
ing Mr 'T, W. Kingamill’s statements 
to the contrary, action has been 
taken to attract Chinese residents 
to the Colony; and it is only the in- 
herent love for their homes, combined 
with certain peculiar raciol characteris- 
ties, that can account for the desire of 
the Chinaman to leave Hongkong and 
return to the bribery, corruption and op- 
pression of his native country, ‘The 
writer we have already quoted has 
truly remarked: ‘It is at a time like 
the present, that the true character of 
the Chinese people comes out, and that 
we.seg them as the repreventatives of an 
uncient civilisation, with principles of 
living and thinking so- totally different 
from our own, that it is difficult to per- 
sunde ourselves that they actually exisc 
and make up the mental life of a great 
empire.’ Over fifty years’ contact with 
Europeans has failed to make any ap- 
preciable impression upon the stolid, 
phieymatic Chinese race, There ig the 
same creduluus superstition, the same 
disposition to reject all enlizhtenment 
from European science and methods 
of education, the same arrogance 
which is the usual accompaniment of 
ignorance, the same tendency to subtle 
intrigue to gain their own eats. 
Ail these characteristics have been fulfy 
brought to light during the recent crisis. 
By furea and by subtlety the Chinese 
residents strove hard to upset the ar- 
rangements for dealing with plague pu- 
tients. ‘Po a grext extend they sacesed- 
ed in getting what they wanted, thanks 
toa weuk Administration. Yet, sv far 
ag we can see, no good purpose hag 
been served in yieldinr to Chinese pres- 
sure. A» we sea from the quotations 
given above, the Hongkong Govern- 
ment of the present time holds as con- 
temptible a position in the eyes of the 
Chinese of the adjacent Province as it 
does in thé opinions of the majority of 
the European residents. We do not say 
it would have necessarity followed that 
the treatment of the plugue. would. have 
been rendered easier by the ‘adoption of 
a firmer attitude by the Government. 
At first, there would have, perhaps, 
been recourse to force—which an Ameri- 
ean reviewer of the life of Sir Harr 
Parkes has condemned as a fault of that 
great man, whom he regards as the 
embodiment of British diplomatic and 
Colonising methods. Bat a display 
of force would not, in our opinion, have 
been a bad thing, All other methods 
of dealing wath-the Chinese haye prov-' 
ed failures. The officer brought into 
closest contact with the Chinese commu- 
nity does not appear to have exercised 
any influence whereby the Chinese. are 
induced to respect the law and to ausiet 
the Government in the measures adopt- 
ed for supressing an épidémid that bas 
wrought eerious injury. to the. welfare 
of the Colony. | tthe past. crisis-—we 
‘hope wé are not too optiiistic in regard- 
ivg it as past—provided an excellent 
opportunity for showing the advantage of 
such an officer ag the Proteotor-of Chi- 
nese. - With a atrong official holding the 
office, it is reasonable to suppose that.a 
‘beneficial influence would faye been 
exerted upon the Chinese community. 
They might have been : made: more 
amenable to .the wishes, of the Ad- 
ministration. Duplicity might have 
deen met” with ‘diplomacy... Nataral 
prejudices might have béen overcome by 
reason, and some justification, thereby, 
mipsht have been shown for the existence 
ofthe offcs, It ivis te prove worthless 
when the Colony is brought face.to fice’
